Higher Wages Means Prosperity 


“In 1950, according to Henry Ford, the average minimum 
wage will be $27 a day. Men will work only five days a week, 
260 days of work a year, and have 105 days for rest and pleas- 
ure and to spend the average minimum wage of $7,020. 

In the year 1800 only several men in the whole United 

States would earn $1 a day. At present there is no man not 
earning more than that, who has average intelligence. 
Since the beginning of the present century the average wage 
has increased four times. Why should they not be multiplied 
by four again, is the ‘question. Higher wages means greater 
prosperity. Many things that any man can imagine is the way 
of comfort, prosperity, good pay and happiness could be made 
reality, with injury to none, and benefit to all.”

Santa Ana And The 6-4-4 Plan 


“Just as the junior collegcs begin to really do something, 
and prosper, along comes this new idea, which wipes them 
out”, was the recent statement of one who is closely connected 
with the junior college situation. 

What will happen to Santa Ana junior college if the plan 
is put into effect here? Will her upper division increase in en- 
rollment? Will the studénts be satisfied? Who is school for? 

At present there are around 627 enrolled in Santa Ana 
junior college. Of that number only 217 are graduates of Santa 
Ana high school. Would that other 400 students have entered 
if the 6-4-4 plan had been in effect? What chance has a student 
entering in the middle of a 4-year school of entering and enjoy- 
ing the extra-curricular activities? 

Of the twenty-two clubs in S. A. J. C., twelve of the presi- 
dents are from schools other than Santa Ana high school. Of 
the thirty named on the honor society last semester, only thir- 
teen were Santa Ana high school students. Of the 17 football 
players who seeing action in one of the football games recent- 
ly, only five were Santa Ana graduates. Only 12 are in the reg- 
ular starting line-up. Of the 61 members of the three men’s ser- 
vice clubs, of which membership is elective, only 24 are Santa 
Ana high graduates, and all three of the presidents are “out- 
side’’ students. 

Would the students, which evidently run Santa Ana junior 
college, have entered school here if the 6-4-4 plan had been in 
effect? Would they want, after graduating from high school 
go back to “high school” again? 


Assuming that at present the plan was in effect here, 


217 in the upper division, and about 650 in the lower division. 
That would mean 867 students. Increase that number. to almost 
1000 for the few that would enter from the outside schools. 
That would mean that the plant now holding close to 1,700 stu- 
dents would drop off to 1,000 or under.
